and keep you informed. At that time there was an indebtedness of $91,000. That has been reduced 
to $50 000 which is in bonds. Several thousand dollars have been saved in fuel alone. For example 
the school vear 1948-49 the coal cost $8,171.88. The largest amount spent for coal any school year 
Sice I have been in was $4,751.40, a saving of $3,420.28. I have tried to save money, and paint 
and repair school buildings, increase teachers’ salaries and transportation for the children. I have 
visited every school in the county and learned to know the parents and children. I am interested 
in seeing the county have good government. The taxpayers’ money is going for the good of the 
schools and we hope to do much mere in the future, and we are deeply interested in doing every¬ 
thing possible for better schools for Morgan County.

SAFETY MEASURES CITED 

The following safety measures 
were cited recently before mem¬ 
bers of the local REA coop by 
Herman Brawner, the Kentuckj^k 
RECC Safety Director. 

Report any unsafe hazards that 
might exist on your lines, such 
as fire (REA calls it electrical 
arc) jumping from pole to in¬ 
sulator due to broken insulators 
or damaged lightning arrestors, 
transformers. Report trees that 
are burning due to the wires be¬ 
ing too close. 

Sometimes a guy-wire becomes 
disconnected from the anchor at 
the ground and the pole leans, 
causing slack in the wire which 
if touched could cause a fatality. 

An important reminder: never 
allow children to ride guy-wires 
or touch the wires with anything. 

Only qualified persons should 
install TV antennas and these 
should always be on the oppo¬ 
site side of your house and the 
power line. 

Never use a frayed or frazzled^^ 
ironing com Never use an iron^H 
plugged in a socket that swings^^ 
from the ceiling as overloading 
might result causin the cord to 
catch fire. Always iron from a 
wall receptacle. The same thing 
applies to refrigerator, washing 
machine or other small appli¬ 
ances. 

Keep your switch box where it 
can be opened at all times. Do 
not leave any open paint, paper, 
rubbish, oily rags near the switch 
box. Never leave gasoline in the 
house at any time. Do not use it 
for cleaning fluid or to start 
fires.

this year,” said Asa Kemplin of 
Woodsbend. “I don’t believe that 
I have lost a tub full of soil from 
my tobacco field that I terraced 
this spring, but I have noticed 
some serious erosion in my com¬ 
munity this year on unterraced 
land that is in cultivation," he 
continued. 

Soil Conservation Service tech¬ 
nicians working with the district 
surveyed 11 miles of broad base 
terraces for Asa and he con¬ 
structed them with his tractor 
I and double plows (mold board 
I type). Asa established 3000 sq. 
j ft. of sod waterway as an outle* 
for the terraces. It took about 7 
’ hours to construct the terraces 
and about an hour to prepare the 
outlet for fertilization and seed¬ 
ing. 

S.C.S. engineers working with 
the district have made all the 
necessary surveys and have de¬ 
signed complete irrigation sprink¬ 
ler system for Harold Rose, Ezel. 
The water impounding dam for 
the irrigation system was sur¬ 
veyed and constructed last fell 
and is now full The dam is 20 
ft. high and the water is 16 tt. 
deep. The surface area is 2.32 
acres and the capacity is 15 acre 
feet of wter. (This is enough 
water to cover a 15 acre field to 
a depth of 1 ft.) Harold plans to 
use this water to irrigate tobacco, 
alfalfa and pasture. He will also 
use the pond for stockwater and j 
fish production. 

Since last Dec. 1, tile drainage 
systems have been surveyed for 
75 farmers in the county amount¬ 
ing to 75,000 feet of tile. Also 
during the same period 81 farm¬ 
ers became new district cooper¬ 
ators.
